THE DEEP BAY LAND GRAB. 

" Facts are ptuliboru thinga." A man 
may be slandered, iibiisL'd ana villitied by 
aavions miads, and, in tho language of 
fteP.B., *• oomo up smiling after every 
roond," So long as bis assailants cannot 
establish the truth of tUe acousatious, the 
intended victim oucapes, perhupa with 
muddy clothes, but uuinjurod in public 
estimBtion. It is diilerent though when 
you Boy hard things about a fallow and 
prove tham. A man once appeared in 
the streets in a t-tate of mental agitation. 
"What's' tbe matter ?" asked a friend. 
!'W]iy, Bill Smith has oalled me a fraud." 
"Well," oonBoled tlio other, "what do 
you care for that, so long as ho can't 
prove it?" "Oh!" returned tho aggrieved 
man, " that's what's the matter. Ho lias 
proved it. and that'B just where it hurts— 
boo-hool" On Tue»ilay Mr. Gordon 
obarged that Dr. Ash, when a Minister of 
the Grown, jumped a tract of land at 
Deep Buy, Comox, belonging to a poor 
fisherman. Dr. Ash denied that such was 
the fact. On "Wednesday Mr. Gordon 
repeated the charge and proved it; and 
thafs what's the matter with Dr. Ash. 
The record of the land was made 
by Q. A. Wulkem, then Chief Coin- 
mtasioner, oa the 17tb of Decemt>er, 
1872; and the member for O"mox accepted 
cilice seven days therea/ler. Leave of ub- 
sencb was gtautad him for four months 
frum daie of record, und tho hon. goutle- 
mau'b title was oomplcied under his own 
administration, as shown by ihe return 
from the Lands and Works Departnieut 
irhiob Mr Qurdon proceeded to read: — 
" John Ash; pre-emption Deep B.iy re- 
cord, 1353— Date, 17th Dec. 1872. Leave 
of ubseuco Kran'.ed for four months from 
Deo. 17., 1872; cortifii'atH of improvement 
issued 13th Ou-t , 187a, No. 182; certifieate 
of puroUabe, No. 137. dated 14tli of April, 
Ibvi. for §161 for 161 acres of land do- 
sefibed ' as Lot 1, Newcastle dibtiiot 
Crown grant executed 17th April, 1874; 
Nu. U07, grant delivered to Juo. Ash, 
April 18. 1874." 'Ihe record was there- 
fore frffeoied and title executed in abso- 
luie viidation of the lltb clause of the 
Terms of Union, which required actual 
residence un a pro-tmpiiou. The two- 
year limit ill the lltu clause of the Terms 
of Union expired on the 2Uth ;uly. 1873, 
and the local (rovernment plat ed a re^ei'va- 
Hon on the kmd^rom Esquimau to Seymour 
Itarrow-^ on the 1st of July, 1873, which 
has been continued over siuco. The Terms 
of Union required actual refi<leni:e. of the 
pre-bmptor ou l^is land to entitle him tu a 
Claim and Air. Gordon maintained that 
tbe land at Deep Bay was acquir- 
ed improperly and left the ^ouse 
to ..draw tbsir own oonoluaiuas. 
And the ;-eader will draw hU ovu con- 
elusions also. There is no room for doubt 
that the laud was improperly aequired 
when Dr. Ash wa» virtually a member of 
an incoming Ministry— to say nothing of 
the deprivation of tho poor and iudu^tri 
ona fisherman of his right; for how eould 
the poor fellow fight a Governmeut- 
anoh a Ooveromeut as that of tbe Siamee 
twins of polilioal iniquity- DeUosuios 
■Wiilkem?' TBeoause the political M. D 
was a Minister ho must have .specinl priv 
ileges, and therefore besides beiu 
put in posbession of the iibherman's Ian 
be was granted leave of abst-nce for four 
months — that is, he was not required to 
observe tbe law of pre-emption for that 
period, although the poor, indunitrioii 
fisherman was actually a settler on the land 
at the time Dr. Ash drugged it from nude 
him. The pre-emption, Mr. Gordon has 
shown, was made ou the 17th Decemberj 
1872. Now, it will be seen on reference 
to pages 67. and 68 of the Terms of Uuio 
with Canada that the public lands of th 
Province were reserved from solo 
alienation (except in case of actual reisi 
dence) by the Government of tho Pro 
vince for ii pi-riod of two years after tho 
date of Coufedorutiou. which oocurre ' 
(nominally) oo the 1st of July, 1871. Th 
olause of ttie Terms of Union is very ex 
plicit ou this point. It says: 

"Until the oommencement, within two 
years, as aforesaid, froui the date of th 
Union, of the construction of tho said 
Kailway, the Government of British Co 
lumbia shall not sell or alienate in any 
other way than under right of pre-emp 
tion, rejwi»*in^ a- luul residence of the pre 
emptor on. the land claimed by him." 

'Xhe record was therefore eiTeoted, and 
the title.,exeoutedras-Sdjr. Gordon remark 
ed, '.in abpolute' violation of clause 11 of 
the Terms of Union. Dr. Ash was grant 
■• ed leave of absenee from his ■' ranch " for 
four months. Tbe Government had no 
right to grant that Jeave. The Doctor's 
tu-tes nut beiiig booolie be acquired the 
land for purijOiies uf specuiation, not 
alone in violatibu of. the Terms of Union 
but in direct opposition to a i^OHervatiou 
of the land from EsquimHlt to Seymour 
Narrows made by the Government of 
which he was a mecuber ou the Ist July 
• 1873. This is a dii-giaceful affair, which 
' if pressed to ii« legitimate iutigih, wii 
ten u It in serious loBb to all parties con 
cerned iiiit. .

London, March 19. — A Vienna dis- 
patoh says the dead-lock between Eng- 
land and Russia in complete.

Austria has been coutideutially 
informed of the terms of peaco and 
approves tbcm. 

Chicago, March 20. — The "Times" 
says: London situation is unchanged. 
It ia still a dend-lock between England 
and Russia on the basis of congresaiou- 
al discussion. Tbe itupre.ssioii ia gain- 
ing ground that iho differenco in 
iniiuperablo and many confidently 
upprebeud war is the only outcomo. 

Public feeling at St. Petersburg is 
represented as all one way in favor 
of bc-tilitics against Eugland. A tele- 
gram from there says the government 
seems yielding to popular clamor and 
that there ia reason to fear tho worst. 
The British government evidently ieivs 
the result of the present dead-lock may 
be an armed collision. The fleet baa 
been reinforced and everything has 
been prepared for instant action in case 
of necessity.

— It is said iu of- 
ficial circles that England has no cause 
to go to wiir witbuufc first going to 
congress. If she does aho will liuve 
the disapprobaliou of Germany and 
Austria. If Enghuid controls'the con- 
ess Russia's policy wiU be thwarted 
and hopes of an Anglo-Austrian under- 
standing must be abandoned. The 
Berlin cabinet holds the same view. 

St. PETERBBUiiQ, Murch 19.— The 
'Agence Ruseo" saya as the text itself 
of tbe treaty will be communicated to 
powers, and ap Russia recognizes each 
power's liberty of action at the congress 
u regard to proposals, niolious and 
pinions, ifc would seem thore was no 
lougcr any object iu the formaiit3' re- 
uirod by England about submitting 
the conditions of the congress to the 
reliminary commission which is to 
assemble at Berlin is only to settjo the 
formula of invitations.

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

PHIVILEQE. 

Mr. ArmiitroDg eaiel that two Bills 
ptased last aesaion, Tiz.: Tbo Alexandra 
Company's Bill aud the Britinh Columbia 
Inaurance Company's Bill required soma 
Blight alteration to ronder them oonatita- 
tionol, otherwise the Minister of Justioe 
at Ottawa had signifiod his iutcntion of 
diaallowiDg thetu. Ho hoped the House 
•would allow the Standing Rulo3 to bo 
snqpended in order that thu Bills might 
be amended, as the fault that the original 
Bills were imperfect did not rest with the 
promoters so mooh as with the Honso 
y;enerally. When the question came up 
for the payment of the usual fees he would 
aak that the matter of a refund ba oonsi- 
derod. 

Mr. Speaker ruk'd that two days' no- 
tice of a request to suspend the Standing 
Orders must be given. The precedent of 
allowing Private Bills to be introduced 
except in the regular manner was, to say 
the least, a bad ouo. The foes would cer- 
tainly have to be paid if the Bills wore 
permitted to bo re-introduced. 

PETITION FliOil NANAIMO. 

Mr. Qo.;don presented a petition from 
the residents of Manaimo City, praying 
for the addition of further representation 
nnder the Constitution Amendment Act, 
and praying that tho electoral boundaries 
of the distriot remain unaltered. 

CONSTirnTION AMENDMENT BIMj. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Elliott, th« 
orders of the day were proceeded with, 
and the House went into Committee on 
fha Oonstilution Amendment Bill, Mr. 
Williams in the chair. 

Debate was resumed on Mr.Armstrong't 
motion to increase the number of repra- 
sentativos from 33 to 34. 

Mr. Beayen charaoterized tho amend- 
ment as preposterous and reiterated his ar- 
gument against any increase of tbo exist- 
ingiUtiinber — 25. He reviewed at some 
length the various charges made by the 
Opposition against the Government, and 
their supporters and officials. He con- 
tended that the Opposition was justified 
in retarding the progress of the bill on 
every possible occasion, bslioving that an 
inoreaso of members meant an incronso of 
oorraption. Ho believed that tho minor- 
ity in the Honso represented the wishes 
of ft largo majority of voters outside and 
after appealing to tho Qoverumenf; to subr 
ipit tho bill to the people for their ratifi- 
cation resumed his seat without tho faint- 
est applause. 

Mr. Fisher designated tho policy of the 
Opposition as most unjustifiable. Ho 
}ools:sd upon their loud professions for a 
regard for the public aa mere political 
oant, Dspooially coming from a member 
(Mr. Beavon) who intimated his desire 
for the formation of an oligarchy. (Hear, 
hear.) Ho (Mr. F.) was decitlodly op- 
posed to an oligarchy and whil.^t favoring 
responsible Governraent did not believe 
in appealing to the people on every ques- 
tion and throwing responsibility on their 
shouldors. At the nest election ho was 
prepared to accept the verdict of the peo- 
ple as to his actions, Lust election there 
were some 30 defeated candidates and yet 
it had been asserted by Mr. Beaven that 
fhe'r^'Wdul^'he a sqaroit;^ of candidates if 
jepro8en'ta<Ion* were incjreas'ed. ' (Hear, 
tear.) "The suggestions of tho mombar 
for Victoria City for tho founding of au

{boq— against the Chief Oommisaiouer had 
beftn proved' to be falie, in fact, utterly 
aenieE by a very respectable clergyman. 
The hon. gentleman then reviewed the 
gBportiona of corruption in i^ootona;^ ^nd 
jjntfinitted if they wore true ths District 
Bhbiiid be disfranchised. 'The bill befote 
ths House would give every district its 
proper share of power, and if the Opposi- 
tion favored a limitation of it where he 
would aak would they stop ? In conclusion 
Lo hoped no further obstruction would be 
placed in tho wajr of necessary legislation 
ppd that tho House would haar no mpre 
pi that'political capt tertnod by the Oppo- 
hMo» tlie interests of tho people." An 
appeal to tho people had on a former ob- 
^ijaibh been disregarded by tho very mem- 
bers who now demanded one nod that fact 
ftlQue "should show the sincerity of their 
arguments,

queation and without calling for the nays 
declared tho motion carried, amid cries of 
"put the question properly!" " Tako tho 
noes!" " Shamol" and great confusion. 

The chairman refused to take the nega- 
tives and quickly left the chair amid 
great excitement and disorder. 

On Mr. Speaker resuming the Chair 
Mr. Mara called his attention to tho un- 
just conduct of the chairman in commit- 
tee. He (Mr. Mara) said ho had not had 
a chance of voting, although in his place. 
Tho chairman would not call for a show 
of hands nor ring tho bell; no time was 
given oven for members to say " no" and 
with all deference to the chairman he 
(Mr. M.) would assert that ho had done 
something that had never been done be- 
fore in the annals of responsible govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Speaker said that the Chairman 
should have rung the Honae in before 
putting a question on a very important 
clause of 80 important a measure. Taking 
a vota without ringing the bell was eon- 
trary to the rules of tbo Hause and de- 
cidedly improper. 

Mr. Gordon said that, notwithstanding 
tho member for Yale (Mr. Mara) had ask- 
ed tho Chairman to ring the bell, the mo- 
ment tho resolution was oiFcx'ed the Chair- 
man had refused to do ao and bad declin- 
ed to even take a show of hands. 

Mr. Smith said it was apparent tho Op- 
position had tried to get n snap voto. 
Their policy was a game of " freeze out," 
and ho bad only been absent from the 
House when the resolution was put be- 
cause he felt unwell and bad been almost 
bored to death by tho repetition of 
speeches by the Opposition. He knew 
very wall what the Opposition little game 
was and he was bound in fairness to frus- 
trate it. 

Mr. Mara said it had always been his 
custom as chairman of Oommitteo of 
"Ways and Means to ring tbo boll when- 
ever a close vote wus expected. It had in- 
variably been done on all importtmt divi- 
sions. 

Mr. "W^alkom said there was no question 

before the House. 

Mr. Speaker called him to order and 
said there was a most important question 
before the Home, If tho Chairman had 
had^been guilty of neglecting to ring the 
bell when requested to do so he had been 
guilty of an offence amounting almost to 
a crime. (Loud applause. ) 

Mr. Walkom, amid loud cries of "order" 
and "chair," said he was ashamed to Lear 
such language coming from the Speaker 
of the House. (Groans, oheers, hisses and 
muoh confusion.) 

Mr. Speaker again called the leader of 
tho Opposition to order and intimated 
that tho servicss of the sargoant-at-nrms 
wi/uld bo called on. If any further dis- 
turbance took placo in tho galleries he 
would order thorn cleared. 

Mr. "Walkem continued and said thoro 
could be BO question before the House 
because tho chairman of the committee 
had not reported anything for decision. 
Ho contended that tho Speaker had grossly 
exceeded bis duty in tolling the chairman 
of tho committee he had been guilty of a 
crime. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that he had not 
been afTorded time in committee even to 
say "no." He bad demanded that the 
bell bo rung, but before bo could say "no" 
tho chairman had risen and declared the 
motion carried. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Gordon »aid bo had beon placed in 
precisely the same position as the leader 
of the Government and ho doQod any 
mombor to say that he bad voted either 
one way or the other. Ho and tho hon, 
member for Yalo bad immediately and 
repeatedly demanded that tho bell bo 
rung, but not even the "nays" had been 
called for when tbo motion was declared 
carried. 

Mr. Gallagher admitted that tho mem- 
ber for Yale bad demanded that the bell 
be rung, but said it was after the "ayes" 

had been taken. 

Mr. Beaven contended that the Speaker 
had no point to decide. It was a nico 
state of things for the Speaker to accuse 
a member of a crime. Tho Opposition 
would not loavo the matter to Mr. Speaker 
at all. (Cries of "yon must.") 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that tho House 
could lake cognizance of au irregular pro- 
ceeding in Committee. From what the 
Opposition themselves had admitted, it 
was very plain that the question bad not 
been fairly put. A chairman had no 
right to refuse to ring the bell when ask- 
ed to do BO. Ho had no option in tbo 
matter, and if he neglected to do so, the 
Speaker had been perfectly justified in 
using the language ho did with reference 
to the chairman's action. It was saost 
discreditablo for theloaderof the Opposi- 
tion to attack Mr. Speaker, knowing that 
he was not in a position to defend him- 
self. Tho conduct of the Opposition was 
most shameful in porsistini; in delaying 
the business of tho country, and at- 
tempting to catch a snap voto by tbo sick- 
ness or temporary absence of a Govern- 
ment supporter. 

Mr. Speaker said that a motion that 
tho chair rise was irregular. It should 
baye bqen tl^atthe ''ohairman de leave the 
obuir." It would be fully competent for 
the HouiQ to go into committee on the 
Bill another day. 

Mr. Mara said he •\yanlpd to see tho 
cxngstipu decided on byoftdor grounds. 
He contended, that tha matter bad been 
improperly pi^t. An unfair advantago had 
been taken of members present, aqd he 
bopecl Mr. Speaker would instruct the 
chairman to resume the chair at once — 
not on another day na every member 
knew could bo doue. (Opposition cries of 
nol no!) It was usual that a fair oppor- 
tunity ho given to mombor.-i to vote, and 
the hon. gentleman quoted frqm May to 
show the oustom in the Ho^se of Com- 
mons. The chairman had' refased to do 
his duty (hear, hear, and cheers) and bo 
took the ground that Mr. Speaker should 
command tho chairman to resume the 
chair in oommitteo at once. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Williams — I asser^ that I havo 
4one piy duly properly. (Qrder, order.)

Mr. \Yalkom— Let's get on with the 
business of the country. 

Mr. Beaven — Call on the next"Bill, Mr.

Hon. Mr. Smithe — Then I move that 
the bill bo put first on the orders of the 
day for to-morrow. (Opposition cries of 
no!) 

The motion was carried. 

SCHOOL ACT. 

Mr. Smith said this bill was framed for 
the purpose of cutting off the expense of 
the Deputy Superintendent of Schools. 
It was solely a question of eoonomy, and 
therefore wall deserving of the attention 
of the House. 

Mr. Walkom entirely agreed with tha 
Bill and was glad it had been brought in 
and would therefore support its principle. 
He was surj^rised, however, that the Gov- 
ornment had allowed t'ne measure to bo 
introduced by a private member, thereby 
transferring their prerogative, particularly 
to such a member as Mr. Kobt. Smith. 
The measure was one far above the ability 
of a bar-room politician. (Shame.) 

Mr. Smith — You're a nico man to talk 
about bar-room politicians. Tou'vo put 
more important measures than this in Mr. 
Bobert Smith's bands when you were 
leader of the Government. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon, Mr. Smithe said tho Bill was 
porfootly in order, and if it intended to 
repeal tjie School Act even then any gen- 
tleman would have the privilogo of intro- 
ducing it. The Bill, however, only con- 
templated cutting off of tho oiBce of De- 
puty Superintendent of Education. His 
appointment was opposed by tho 
Government, but ho was appointed bya 
select committso, of which the introducer 
of this Bill was a member. Ho considered 
that tho hon gentleman bad every right 
to introduce tha mousuro, but at tho same 
time he would not havo the right to in- 
troduce a Bill for the establishment of a 
high school. 

Mr, Smith enid this was a Bill of bis 
own. Ho had boon ouo of the priucipal 
movers for a Deputy Superintendent, but 
ho found that tbo services of that gentle- 
man were not required. Ho was ashamed 
of tho language addrossod to honorable 
members by tbe leader of the opposed. 
Re had talked about bar-room politicians, 
but surely if thoro wore ani/ in the House 
tho member for Cariboo might be reckon- 
ed as Iheir chief. Tho language ho used 
ineida he dare uot apply to members out- 
side. 

Mr. Walkem excitedly called upon Mr. 
Speaker to put a stop to such assertions. 

Hon. Mr Elliott stated that though this 
was more properly a Government mea 
sure, yet any m^ber of tbo Houso was 
entitled to rise and report a Bill to upset 
tho whole cf this ijolicy. 

Mr. Speaker reserved bis decision as to 
whether tho Bill was in order till to- 
morrow. 

MUNIOIPAIirnES AMEKSMXKTBUiL. 

Mr. Armstrong moved the sacoud read- 
ing of thin biU and stated that as certain 
members appeared to object to it he had 
no objection to the bill being confined to 
New Westminster city. 

Mr.. Walkem objected to the bill as it 
stood. He oonsidered that these matters 
would be better dealt with by private 
bills, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott did not Eoe anything 
pertaining to a private bill in tho act. 
There was nothing compulsory in it and 
ho thoroforo saw no objection to tho bill. 

Mr, Ash was entirely in favor of the 
bill. 

H(m. Mr. Smitho said he considered a 

bill of this kind was absolutely required 
in some municipalities. As for Chilli- 
whack either that district should be di- 
vided or it should bo lessened, for at pre- 
sent it is not known whether a parson is 
in that municipality or not, aa one yeair a 
person belongs to it and the next one does 
not. A petition had bson received both 
from Chilliwback and Snmass with refer- 
ence to this question and Ihoro was not 
tho slightest doubt but that the act 
was dofiirablo and ho did not think it 
could bo placed in better hands than 
those of the Lieut.-Governor in Council. 
Ho therefore considered that the bill 
should be passed. 

Tho bill was then read a second time 
and ordered to be committed. 

Tho House then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
to-morrow. 



Abandoned to Pebish.— .Capt. Bliven, 
of the schooner Maggie Johnson, lately 
arrived in San Francisco, reported that 
his passage from the Sandwich Islands 
was one continuous series of gales the 
whole passage. In midoccan be passed a 
Chinese junk of about 80 or 90 tons, com- 
plotoly dismasted and disabled. The 
schooner passed so close to her, that tho 
voices of the men on board could be hoard 
plainly. Captain Bliven states that he 
never felt so badly in his life, when ho 
found that nothing could ba done to save 
them. He attempted to haul to arid lay 
by the junk, but ho had scarcely luffed a 
point when two tremendous seas boarded 
his vessel and bo was compelled to keep 
hetr going, or run the risk of losing vessel 
and all on board.
